As soon as gold ingots are prepared, you are instructed to 
suspend the coining of minor coin and use all the available 
presses now employed in that coinage on the coinage of eagles. 
The blanks of minor coin can be reserved for more convenient 
season. There is no present requirement for the continuance 
of this class of coinage. 

These instructions have been verbally communicated to you, 
put as the matter has now reached an imperative importance I for-~ 
-mally repeat them. 

I take the present oceasion to say that I am disappointed 
with the apparently small capacity of the mint, as evinced by the 
reduction of three hundred thousand silver dollars in order to 
make room for an equal or less number of double eagles. If New 
Orleans can do eleven hundred thousand silver dollars in a month, 
the capacity of your mint should have required little or no re- 


~duction in silver dollars in order to provide for a collateral 


gold coinage, which from this time will be required for several 
months, at least. A demand for gold for foreign shipment 
might result in serious embarrassment, and if not promptly pro- 
~vided for would greatly refleet on the conduet of your mint. 

I see no reason why there should not be a reduction of the 
force which has been employed in operations on minor coin.

Referring +o yours of May 16 and your statement that: five et 
the presses are too small for anything but minor coins or small 
silver coins, I lack information as to where or how the limit is 
drawn,-- whether it is the power of the press or the size of the 
feeders or die-sockets. If it is merely a matter of power, 
I am not prepared to believe that eagles cannot be executed on 
any press which does execute nickel five-cent pieces. 

Something must be done to increase the capacity of the coin- 
-ing department. I have no reason to suppose that the dif- 
-ficulty is not a personal one, and that more skill and persist- 
-ence in the mechanical part of the work would not result ina 
larger coining capacity. I feel obliged to give this matter 
my close attention, and commend it to yours. 

Nor have I reason to believe that the present coiner is ably 
seconded by his assistant. I think the place of assistant 


eoiner should be filled by a man of mechanical skill and of econ- 


-stant application to his business. If you have such a man 
in the mint, or can find such a man outside, it will be impera- 
-tive to strengthen the coiner’s hands in this way. 

Very little credit is reflected on the mint by enumeration 
of minor coins, prepared outside of the mint for striking, and in 
my annual report I shall draw the distinetion , whieh will result 
in a comparison of the work of the mint on equal terms with the 
work of previous years and of other mints, by excluding the 
enumeration of this class of coinage, except by special statement 

With regard to continuance of minor coinage, I have no ob- 
-jection to the use on that work of all presses such as cannot 
strictly be used for gold coinage, to the extent of the blanks 
now on hand or under contract. When the occasion arises 
for any further stock of minor coins provision ean then be made 
EOLA te There is no propriety in anticipating the demands 
of the public for this class of coins, in view of the cireun- 
-stanece that there is a large inflow into the subtreasuries for 
redemption. 

It is also very desirable that the extra labor employed on 
ininor coinage be dispended with as soon as possible, without 


reference to other than purely business considerations. 


I therefore modify my letter of the 12th so far as relates to 
discontinuance of minor coinage, and shall expect the limited 
amount for which blanks have already been ordered to be exeauted 
as rapidly as possible and the extra force employed upon this 
coinage immediately afterwards discharged.

Sir: 

In reply to yours of the 25th of May designating as "help- 
-ers" four men whose services are dispensed with in the Melter 
and Refiner’s department, and proposing to transfer them to the 
General department, it does not seem to me that such transfer 
is at all necessary, in view of the excessive number of employees 
now borne on the rolls of the General department as compared with 
the number so borne July 1, 1885 (110 to 126). 

Whatever might be the requirement for such labor under cer- 
-tain contingencies, such as the erection of a vault at the hands 
of the Mint force, such requirements cannot be provided for in 
anticipation of any such work. 

My own observation tends to the belief that the General 
department is over-full and ought to be materially reduced rather 
than increased. Failing to understand any necessity for 


its increase at this time, I withhold my consent to the transfer 


proposed, at least until I can see you, which will be, probably, 
in the course of this week. 

My feeling is a growing one that the foree at Philadelphia 
is greatly out of proportion to the work executed, judging by the 
relative scale of work and execution at New Orleans and San Fran- 
-ciseo. 

I do not object to employing these men temporarily in the 
General department, pending the question of its increase of work, 
conditionally upon the erection of a vault.

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THE RISK TO DEPOSITORS 
UNDER THE SYSTEM OF MAKING DEPOSITS IN BANKS. 


At the present time, when so many defalcations are taking place in our banks, and that 
too by men placed in the highest positions, it is worth the time and attention of the public to 
examine closely into the arrangements made for banking, so that if possible, a system may 
be devised which will reduce the chances of embezzlement to a minimum if not make itvan 
absolute impossibility. 

Now, under the present system, the depositor either takes or sends his call book with 
the deposit to the bank. The amount is entered in the call book by the teller; he also re- 
ceives a ticket whereon is the amount of deposit. There is absolutely nothing to prevent the 
teller destroying the ticket and failing to enter the transaction in the books of the bank. It 
has been decided in the courts of law that a depositor cannot claim more than the amount given 
in the bank’s books, no matter what the call book shows. Cases have been decided in this city 
to that effect. Also, the person carrying the call book can make an entry therein without call- 
ing at the bank, and so appropriate the money, as it is not always the same bank employee that 
enters the cash in the call book, and the amount entered being in figures only, the hand-writing 
is not easily traceable. 

Every time the depositor has occasion to leave his call’book at the bank to be made up 
or for any other purpose, he is then without any evidence whatever what money he has remain- 
ing in deposit at the bank. Cases may arise (in fact have arisen) in which a messenger may 
tell his employer that the call book was kept at the bank it being close upon settling up day, 
the fact being that he appropriated the money to his own use. Again—the books of the bank 
being only made up at certain periods, the discrepancy cannot be discovered until the books 
are balanced. An instance of fraud occurred in New York whereby a depositor lost $1,500. 
The teller of the bank, being short of that amount in his bank accounts, denied having re- 
ceived call book, and afterwards made out a new one ‘to, correspond with the actual amount 
less the $1,500. 

On the other hand we show the security of a system which we feel sure will commend 
itself to the business men of this city, by the adoption of a duplicate book im order to register 
the amount deposited. By this system the depositor is insured against any loss by fraud on 
the part of bank employees, his own messenger, or any other persons, from the fact of his 
holding duplicate deposit tickets from the bank with the date stamp of the bank affixed. A 
bank stamp being affixed to any document makes such document valid in law. 


THE MANNER OF USING THE DEPOSIT, TICKET. 


With the deposit a duplicate book is handed to the teller, containing the name, date of 
the transaction, and the various items composing the deposit enumerated and footed. The 
teller, after verifying the amount of the deposit, places the date stamp on the duplicate ticket 
keeping the other for the bank. The duplicate ticket is retained by the depositor as a voucher 
for the deposit. This system does not in any way interfere with the use of the call book which 
may or may not be used. The cost of the deposit book is trifling when compared with the ab- 


solute safety secured by its adoption.
